Egged ‘can’t continue this way’

A Palestinian youth was killed 
yesterday in the West Bank by 
Israeli settlers whose car was 
stoned, and another Palestinian 
youth was shot dead in the Gaza 
Strip after he tried to wrest a 
rifle from a soldier. 

The two dead bring to 34 the 
number of Palestinians killed in 
the month-long unrest in the ter- 
ritories, including a Gazan who

Pinbas Wallerstein, and a regional 
security officer, Shai Ben-Yosef, 
fired on a crowd of youths who bar-

Within the party, there is growing 
support for Baram’s demands for a 
more dovish line, for greater democ- 
ratization (both in the selection of 
the party list for the next Knesset 
and in contacts between the rank 
and file and the party's ministers), 
and for a party forum on social and 
economic affairs. 

Signatures are being collected to 
force the convening of the party's 
central committee which elected 
Baram and which has not yet heard: 
him explain why he resigned. 

A senior party dove told The Post 
that he believed the central commit- 
tee would back Baram in a 
showdown. 

“The rhetoric of Peres and Rabin 
does not reflect the party,” he said. 
“Peres will not want a split now, and 
I believe he will give way to Baram's 
demands before we have to bring it 
to a wider forum. 

“If Labour is to form the next 
government, we have to win Arab 
support, and we can't do that if we 
run an obdurate line on the territo- 
ries. Even Rabin has begun to admit 
that the trouble in the territories has 
him in a dilemma.” 

But that is not the official posture 
of the party's Knesset faction. 

Faction whip Rafi Edri yesterday 
appealed to Baram, in the name of 
the leadership, to take back his 
resignation. 

With elections only months away, 
other means must be found to settle 
whatever disagreements exist, Edri 
said. That line was supported in the 
faction secretariat by Shevah Weiss, 
Edna Solodar, and Jacques Amir. 

But it was not endorsed by doves 
Menahem Hacohen and Nava Arad. 

Hacohen argued that Baram's 
“grave” reasons for resigning could 
not be ignored. 

“There are no party forums for 
thrashing out economic. social and 
international policies. Baram has 
served as the mouthpiece for many 
of us who cannot otherwise make 
our voices heard. Even when the 
party does have a stand, it has to 
fight hard to. get it accepted by our 
ministers.”” 

_ Baram is said to be disgruntled at 
Peres's insistence that the hawkish 
Avraham Katz-Oz serve with him in 
leading Labour's election campaign 
team, and that his bid to co-opt the 
dovish Haim Ramon has failed. 

A senior Peres aide, alluding to 
the claim that Baram wants more 
democracy, said it was Peres who 
had instituted the new, more demo- 
cratic system of selecting the party 
list. When changes were made, he 
continued, someone must always 
lose. The implication was that 
Baram was disgruntled because he 
has not been able to place as many 
of his own candidates as he wishes. 

Baram, looking grim yesterday, 
said: “I am not optimistic."

The settlers reportedly fled after 
the shooting, and villagers took Ra- 
bah Ghanan and an injared relative, 
22-year-old Ziad Abdi Jalil 
Ghanam, to Ramallah Hospital. 
Rabah Ghanan died of his wounds 
on the way to hospital. 

Mitzna said his preliminary re- 
ports indicated that Wallerstein and 
Ben-Yosef got cut of their car and 
chased the youths into the village 
without firing at them. But when the 
settlers retreated to their car, the 
youths surged at them once. more, 
forcing them to shoot. - 

“The two civilians, whom I know 
personally, are very familiar with all 
the rules of behaviour,” said 
Mitzna.

And 
when they couldn't do it they fired 
in the air.

Violent beginning to Paris trial 


of 19 Direct Action suspects 


PARIS (AFP) -- The trial of 19 sus- 
pected members of the extreme-left 
Direct Action terrorist group got off 
to a violent start here yesterday as 
suspects attacked police who at- 
tempted to separate them. 

At one stage, proceedings ground 
to a halt as one of the prisoners 
lashed out at and hit a guard while 
others hurled insults at judges and 


Police. 

Prison guards had also to inter- 
vene to restore order among the 
public present at the trial as some 20 
people staged a noisy protest and 
swore at judges and police. 

Earlier, 14 alleged members of 
Direct Action yelled insults and 
struggled with their guards as they 
were brought into court to face trial. 

“It's worse than Chile,” one de- 
fendant shouted out. “Class justice” 
screamed another as they were jos- 
tled or carried into court by guards, 
their wrists handcuffed and pinned 
behind their backs. 

Joelle Aubron, one of four sus- 

leaders who has been on 


. hunger strike for several weeks, 


shouted out that she wanted walking 
sticks for “the comrades.” 

Tt took 15 uproarious minutes to 
install the 14 who had been held in 
custody in bullet-proof glass cages in 
the beavily-fortifed courtroom. 

For this first trial defendants are 
charged only with membership of a 
crimmal organization. Other trials, 
including proceedings for terrorist 
bombings and murder, will follow 
later this year. 

If found guilty of membership of 
Direct Action, which was set up in 
1979, the 19 accused, 17 French and 
two Italians, ten men and nine wom- 
en, face up to 10 years in jail. 

‘The initial trial is expected to last 
three weeks. All are charged with 
belonging to a banned group be- 
tween 1982 and March 15, 1984, 
which aimed to organize “one or 
more crimes against people or prop- 
erty.” 
The group has claimed responsi- 
bility for some 80 attacks in France 
since it was banned in 1982, includ- 
ing several bombings and the shaot- 
ing of two top French officials. 

Four of the five suspected leaders 
- Jean-Marc Rouillan, Nathalie 


Menignon, Joelle Aubron and | 


Georges Cipriani — were arrested at 
a farmhouse in the Loire Valley in 
February 1987.

“The campaign to free the Jews 
trapped in Ethiopia must convey the 
personal stories of suffering and 
‘struggle there in order for it to 
, urouse an effective international re- 
sponse.” international human rights 
‘advocate Irwin Cotler stated this 
week. 
He said in an interview that some 
* people had been concerned that the 
* publication of names of Ethiopian 
Jews imprisoned and tortured for 
their Zionist activity might make 
things worse for them and their fam- 
ilies. However, activists on behalf of 
* Ethiopian Jewry had reached the 
_ conclusion that the world would not 
respond to their plight if they re- 
mained faceless. 
Cotler. who was here for a recent 
conference on Ethiopian Jews held 
. in Ashkelon, teaches law at McGill 
. and Harvard Universities. The con- 
ference, organized by the World 
- Union of Jewish Students, issued 
_ the Ashkelon Platform calling on 
Jewish organizations to make great- 
- er efforts to secure the right of Ethi- 
opian Jews to be reunited with their 
_ families in Israel. 
The plight of Heruit Tekele, who 
. has been held for a vear in the cen- 
Ὁ tral prison of Addis Ababa, was dis- 
- cussed at the canference, along with 
the fate of 36 other known Prisoners 
- of Zion in Ethiopia. 
According to her son, Fasil Le- 
gesse, Tekele stayed in Ethiopia to 


assist the Jewish commanity, while 
he and three of his sisters managed 
to come to Israel. “I have two sisters 
and one brother who remain in Ethi- 
Opia,” he said. “My father died 10 
years ago, and now the Ethiopian 
government has taken my mother 
away from us:” 

Cotler was instrumental in orga- 
nizing an international appeal sent 
to the Ethiopian ruler Mengistu 
Haile Mariam by a group of Nobel 
laureates and human rights activists 
in various countries. The appeal, 
signed by more than 300 people, 
called on the Ethiopian government 
to allow Ethiopian Jews “Ὁ be re- 
united with their loved ones in Isra- 
el. We appeal to you to act in the 
name of humanity, and in the best 
tradition of the Ethiopian people.” 

Cotler said that most of the signg- 
tories are not Jewish, and among 
them are intellectuals and public fig- 
ures from Africa and India. The lat- 
ter include Ram Jethmalani, a lead- 
ing civil liberties lawyer and 
president of the Indian Bar Associa- 
tion, and Amos Wako, a leading 
African human rights advocate and 
a member of the UN Human Rights 
Committee. 

The Ashkelon conference also 
heard about the plight of the Jews of 
drought-ridden Gondar province 
who are caught between the Tigrean 
rebels and the government forces. A 
plea for help from 236 families in the 
Gondar area was read .

Shabtai Kalmanovitch may or 
may not have been a Soviet spy, but 
he was a juggler. a dreier. a self- 
acclaimed actor on a global scale, 
according to close associates. 

Unlike former MK Samuel 
Flatto-Sharon, no slouch himself 
when it comes to an international 
ego, these associates, some of whom 
flew several times with Kalniano- 
vitch on his business trips to Africa, 
were not flabbergasted by the news 
of Shin Bet suspicions about the 


Lithuanian-born Tel Aviv 
businessman. 
“I wouldn't put it past him,” said 


one associate, who described Kal- 
manovitch as having an “amazing 
mind,” but not much in the way of 
ethical inhibitions. 

Kalmanovitch appeared in the 


late "70s to be one of the get-rich- © 


quick Israelis who, as the South Af- 
ticans call it, ‘Uhuru-hopped™ 
around Africa doing business deals 
with new African nations, including 
Bophuthatswana, one of the so- 
called independent black states in- 
side the territorial confines of South 
Africa. 

He was generous with his wealth, 
especially with “those. nearby,” 
which, in addition to employees, 
meant whoever he could claim to be 
associated with, ranging from Jeru- 
salem contractors to Tel Aviv law- 
yers, and former MKs and ministers 
hoping to do business in Africa. 


Politics seemed to interest him in . 


the early 705. as he jumped from 
La’am, through the Labour Party 
and into Flatto-Sharon's election 
campaign. 

But afterwards, by his own admis- 
sion, the only thing that interested 
him was wealth and how to acquire 
it. 

His speciality was multilateral 
trade, acquiring rights to a shipload 
of minerals from Sierra Leone, ba- 
nanas from the Philippines, potash 
from Israel. pork from Hungary, 
and cash from yet another country, 
juggling the commodities in barter 
and cash deals that earned him sub- 
stantial commissions. 

His social network inside Israel 


was typical of the get-rich-quick 
nouveau riche of the late ‘70s. Lav- 
ish cocktail parties were held at Kal- 
manovitch’s offices on Rehov 
Hayarkon, where he also main- 
tained what he insisted on calling 
the Bophuthatswana Embassy. For 
some years, he flew that country’s 
flag on his Mercedes — which was a 
gift from Bophuthatswana’s presi- 
dent, Lucas Mangope. 

At the South African Embassy 
yesterday. a source insisted that Bo- 
phuthatswana is an independent 
state, but admitted that Pretoria’s 
security services were “no doubt” 
conducting what the source called 
“damage assessment” of Kalmano- 
vitch's activities as a businessman 
with extensive dealings both in 
South African homelands and in Si- 
erra Leone, where Kalmanovitch 
was deeply involved in presidential 
palace politics.

He often gave interviews to social 
columnists at his Afeka home, but it 
was the office building on Rehov 
Hayarkon, with a “presidential 
suite” at the disposal of President 
Mangope, that symbolized the afflu- 
ence that became his personal ambi- 
tion after leaving Flatto-Sharon's 
staff.

Typically. said one associate. “he 
could meet someone on a plane and 
within minutes be explaining how he 
was on his way to conduct business 
in Hungary or Mozambique, 
Czechoslovakia or the Philippines.” 

“There are two ways of doing his 
kind of business.” said another asso- 
ciate. “The slow way and the fast 
way. The slow way is via telex and 
the fast way is to get on a plane and 
go do the business in person.

Public figures deride jumping to conclusions about Soviet olim

Public figures who deal with aliya 
from the Soviet Union were ada- 
mant yesterday in rejecting any at- 
tempt to link Soviet olim in general 
to Shabtai Kalmanovitch, who was 
arrested recently on suspicion of 
spying for the Russians. Kalmano- 
vitch made aliya in 1971 from the 
Soviet Union. 

“I don't see any connection,” said 
Absorption Minister Ya'acov Tsur, 
“between Kalmanovitch, who has 
not even been charged yet, and So- 
viet aliya. Furthermore. J am sur- 
prised that some commentators 
have tried to make this connection. 


Calls for early 
elections seem 
just to let off 
steam for MKs

Talk of advancing the date of the 
elections from November 1988 waft- 
ed .through the Knesset corridors 
yesterday, but the general view was 
that the prospect can be discounted. 

Likud MK Michael Eitan called 
for early elections at the Likud fac- 
tion executive yesterday morning, 
on the grounds that Foreign Minis- 
ter Peres was paralysing Prime Min- 
ister Shamir's initiative to revive ne- 
gotidtions on autonomy for the 
territories. 

The Alignment faction executive 
heard two of its members, Haim 
Ramon and Shevah Weiss, urge that 
the Likud be approached on having 
the Knesset dissolved by mutual 
agreement. 

Alignment faction chairman Rafi 
Edri said that there was no reason 
why the two big parties should not 
open a dialogue on moving up elec- 
tion day. But he said he and his 
colleagues could not support the Te- 
hiya private member's bill for early 
elections, which had been submitted 
because Tehiya was annoyed with 
the Likud for dragging its feet on 
new settlement. 

The universal assumption among 
partiamentary veterans, however, is 
that the feadership of both big fac- 
tions would not consider early elec- 
tions for one moment. 

In the Likud executive, mean- 
while, Dan Meridor asked Row 
Peres could have nominated Al-Fajr 
editor Hanna Siniora as a candidate 
to represent the Palestinians in ne- 
gotiations. when the man was a PLO 
agent according to the definition of 
Defence Minister Rabin. 

“How come Labour Party leaders 
keep on meeting Siniora, if they 
know he is a PLO agent?" Meridor 
asked. 

When Meridor put Rabin'’s de 
scription of Siniora to Abba Eban, 
chairman of the Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Commitee. earlier in the 
day, Eban said: “I do not need to 
accept Rabin’s definitions as the su- 
preme authority. 1 have my own 
definitions.” ‘ 


“Of course. there have been spies 
over the years.who worked for the 
Russians,” Tsur continued, “but 
they had no connection to any group 
of olim. Let's not look for easy ex- 
planations. Jews have come here 
from all over, and we can't say that 
the Soviet aliya in particular brought 
any danger of espionage. The last 
thing we should do is to make them 
all suspect.” 

“The country should be proud of 
the immigrants from the Soviet 
Union,” asserted Avraham Har- 
man, chairman of the Public Council 
for Soviet Jewry. “They have made 
a tremendous contribution. 

“—E don't understand why this 


question is even being raised, about 
Kalmanovitch and the Soviet aliya. 
Kim Philby.and Anthony: Blunt, 
who spied against England for the 
Soviets, did not come from, Russia. 
And neither did Aharon Cohen or 
Israel Beer for that matter.” 

Uri Stern, spokesman for the So- 
viet Jewry Information Centre. also 
said that the fact that Kalmanovitch 
was a Russian oleh was irrelevant. 
“The Russians have other ways of 
planting spies or getting people here 
to influence public opinion in their 
favour. 

“If anything, Soviet olim are not 
good prospects for espionage. They 
are too exposed. The Russians 


would use those who are less obvi- 
ously-connected to the Soviet Union 


_to penetrate the social and political. 


establishment here. 

“But whatever the Russians are 
doing now to spy on Israel, this will 
certainly increase when they have a 


‘ permanent diplomatic presence 


here. Then they will be able to use 
their money and connections more 
effectively to plant pro-Sovict arti- 
cles in the press and to recruit spies. 
“Now that they have a limited 
presence here, they are preparing 
for the next stage. Pro-Soviet stories 
in the Russian language press here 
have appeared recently, as have sto- 
ries of dissatisfied Russian olim.” 


‘Critics distressing mainstream Jews’

An American rabbi who went to 
Gaza on Sunday to demonstrate 
against the foreign press said yester- 
day that criticism of Israel in the 
media and non-stop reports of the 
violence in the territories are under- 
mining support for the country 
among fiberal and eft wing Ameri- 
can Jews. . 

The reports, said Rabbi Richard 
Yellin of Newton, Massachusetts, 
were usually out of context and 
sometimes antagonistic. He said 
they caused “terrible distress” to 
politically moderate Jews. 

The Conservative rabbi was inter- 
viewed after he and three other 
North American rabbis returned 
from Gaza. 

Yellin said he and his colleagues — 
Orthodox rabbis Howard Joseph of 
Montreal and Henry Meyer of New 
York, and Conservative rabbi Dov 
Lerner of Long Istand - were shout- 
ed down by the pressmen as they 


waited for Defence Minister Rabin 
to arrive in the area. The rabbis 
shouted at the journalists: “You are 
slandering Israel.” 

One of the newsmen, alleged Yel- 
lin, kicked dirt at the rabbis and 
others shouted: “Why don’t you get 
the hell out of here?” 

“When we tried to interview them 
they would not talk to us,” he went 
on. The rabbi said it was clear the 
international press were only inter- 
ested in bad news and — in most 
cases — did not attempt to put into 
context what is happening in the 
territories. 

Much of what was written was 
accurate but took no account of the 
other side of the picture - the debate 
raging in Israel over the issue, the 
fact that there is a free press despite 
the crisis, the fact that young sol- 


diers facing hundreds of demonstra-. 


tors are under orders not to fire. 
Nor is there reference to the thou- 
sands of homes built by Israel for 
refugees in Gaza, he said. 


“In my 3,000-strong congregation 
people ‘are upset with the press and 
deeply distressed. Others. who are 
part of the left-liberal sector are 
turning on Israel, some of them ve- 
hemently. It is one thing to be liber- 
al and against government policy if 
you live in Israel. That is a right I 
would certainly defend, But it is an- 
other thing when you don’t live in 
this country.” 

Foreign Press Association chair- 
man Robert Slater said he had not 
heard about the rabbi’s demonstra- 
tion. However, he added: “ We are 
disturbed at accusations of distor- 
tion and the inflating of stories. It 
seems the underlying contention is 
that if the press were not there noth- 
ing would happen. 

“Well, anyone who has any idea 
of what is happening realizes that 
there is a lot boiling away here that 
has nothing to da with the press. 
Our position is that we are trying to 
get the news and report it the best 
way we can.”

5 the most expensive car on the Israeli road, 


unlike Don Juans. At about 
Same rate that the general piles 
changes its ‘bed linens, these fickle 
fellows take on a new love, only to 
abandon her a few days later for 
some fresher, more exciting amuse- 
ment, But Just when they thought 
that they'd seen it all and done it al! 
here she comes -- the one who cap- 
tures their heart, breaks jt in two, 
and then charges away into the 
night. It happened to me a few 
months ago. Her name? BMW 735i 

The BMW 735i is without a doubt 
the most expensive car T've ever 
driven, SO much so, that a mere 
mortal fails to grasp the enormity of 
the price tag.

NIS250,000, it's not enough to be 
rich in order to enjoy it. Despite its 
extremely forgiving temperament, 
only truly skilled drivers may derive 
full satisfaction. A mediocre driver 
won't sense the quality. Perhaps for 
that reason, so many ask them- 
selves: what really is the difference 
between the BMW at a quarter of a 
maillion shekels, and the Ford Scor- 
pio, Citroen BX, or the Audi 100, 
each of which costs less than half the 
price of the 735i?

Cessitates strengthening the skeleton 
and the'chassis by expensive, state- 
Of-the-art production metheds and 
the addition of specialized mecha- 
hisms. All of this adds up to more 
mass, which in turn necessitates a 
more powerful engine. The active 
safety derives from the power and 
agility of the automobile, qualities 
that endure ἃς the years pass. 
This results in performance, some 
of which is spectacular and all! of 
which costs money. AS you pay 
more attention to the peripheral de- 
tails, the price soars accordingly. 
And that’s why its so expensive. 


IT IS EXPENSIVE -- so much so 
that it doesn’t fit into any of the 
categories of “executive” cars. The 
BMW 7351 is not the type of vehicle 
which a company might buy for its 
chief executive or president. A 
wealthy individual might buy one 


for himself out of his own pocket | 


with money not accountable to 
share-holders. 

BMW engineers worked on the 
automobile for seven years, until the 
new generation of the “seven” se- 
Mies was introduced to the public.

The automatic gear has 
three modes: economy, sport, or 
manual for tough driving conditions 
-- for instance on ice, snow, mud, or 
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sand. The shift from mode to mode 
can be made while driving with the 
touch of a button. This enables max- 
imal control over changing road 
conditions, for example rapidly 
overtaking on a narrow mountain 
toad or slowing down to a crawl in 
mid-town gridlock. 

In adjusting from economy to 
sport modes, the computer will 
change the timing sequence and the 
amount of fuel injected to the cylin- 
der in order to accelerate. Con- 
versely, in economy mode, the 
fourth speed becomes overdrive, 
meaning that easing off the accelera- 
tor shifts the gear into neutral. En- 
larging the size of the gears removes 
all noise from the gearbox and a 
special mechanism prevents post- 
throttle kickdown when the system 
is cold. True, the kickdown is not 
especially harmful, but it is an 
irritation. 

In order to enhancing stability, 
the division of weight on the axles 
has been iroproved. The proportion 
is now 49 per cent in front and 51 per 
cent in back. Moving the fuel pump 
into the tank and the battery below 
the rear seat have contributed to the 
new distribution. 

Torsion bars in front and back 


prevent lateral movement of the 
wheels. An arm connects the front 
and rear axles: in effect it becomes 
part of a skeletal frame that serves 
to stabilize the rear axle. The skele- 
ton has been enlarged in order to 
both lengthen and widen the wheel- 
base. Shock absorbers are gas-filled 
and double-jacketed to improve the 
feel of the road. Power steering is 
controlled by computer, such that it 
becomes firmer as speed increases. 

Braking is performed by larger- 
than-usual disks, front and rear. 
There are power brakes fitted with 
A.B.S., an electronic anti-locking, 
system. The brake linings are asbes- 
tos-free and heat-resistant. In apply- 
ing the brakes, one presses constant- 
ly on the brake pedat, without the 
normal pumping motion. The sys- 
tem engages the car's brakes opti- 
mally, according to the degree indi- 
cated from the brake pedal. 

The computer constantly super- 
vises the system and announces any 
malfunction according to its sever- 
ity. Light malfunctions are reported 
at the end of a journey and can’t be 
ignored unti] fixed. A more serious 
problem is noted as it happens, with 
an appropriate instuction regarding 
whether to proceed to the nearest 
garage or to stop the vehicle 
immediately. 

In addition, the computer spews 
out data on fuel consumption, possi- 
ble range, amount of fuel remain- 
ing, time of day, and duration of 
present journcy. The computer can 
also limit the top speed according to 
the-driver’s wishes. It can also pre- 
vent ignition without entry of a digi- 
tal code known only to the owner. 

The front seats are electrically 
controlled for a variety of positions: 
front-back, up-down, back-support, 
‘and head-support. The back support 
inflates to the desired firmness. “The 
two excellent side-view mirrors are 
also electrically directed from the 
driver's seat. The right-hand mirror 
automatically flips into a downward 
facing angle when reverse is en- 
gaged, in order to facilitate curbside 
parking. 

The computer remembers up to 
three'seat and mirror settings, for 
example ~ father, mother, and el- 
dest son. The seat retums to the 
desired position with the push of a 
button. Windows, sunroof, and 
doorlocks are all electrically 
controlled.

IN THE region that can justly be 
called the “kingdom of the car,” the 
Henry Ford Museum has unveiled 


“an exhibition depicting the enor- 


mous clianges wrought by the auto- 
mobile on 20th-century living. 

Costing $6 million, the show is the 
first major departure from the way 
the Ford Museum has presented it- 
self since it was founded by the ec- 
centric auto pioneering genius near- 
ly six decades ago. More than one 
million people visit each year. 

“Our display here hasn't changed 
much since Henry Ford employed 
the used car lot approach — putting a 
lot of artefacts out on the floor with 
a sign on them.” says Harold 
Skramstad, president of the muse- 
um and adjacent Greenfield Vil- 
lage. 

The Ford Museum is best known 
for its attachment to Greenfield Vil- 
lage, the first U.S. theme park with 
American history as its focus. The 
aim was to celebrate great inventors 
and a vision of America’s pre-indus- 
trial roots — as seen through the eyes 
of the original Henry Ford. τ 

But the new automobile exhibit is 


New Henry Ford Museum 
depicts the kingdom of the car 


more than a mere celebration of the 
people and events that made Detroit 
the “motor city.” - 

The museum integrates vintage 
cars with the cultural icons and insti- 
tutions that permanently changed 
America from a mostly rural nation 
of limited personal mobility in the 
19th century to what it has become 
today — a country dependent on the 
automobile. 


THE FORD Museum also took an 
ecumenica] approach by securing 
cooperation from major worldwide 
auto companies like Toyota, 
Honda, Daimler-Benz, Volkswagen 
and Mazda in addition to the De- 
troit-based companies. ᾿ 
Designed for permanent display, 
the 5,400-square-metre exhibition 
incorporates the Ford Museum's re~ 
nowned collection of classic cars 
with an incredible array of “objects”

which sprang forth from the inven- 
tion and rise of the automobile. 

The display focuses on such 
themes as the move of business to 
the roadside, the way the car devel- 
oped into a vehicle for owners’ self- 
expression, the use of camping vebi- 
cles and sports cars, and advertising 
and promotion. 

Largely taken for granted by 
more than 150 million U.S.motor- 
ists, visitors to the museum are 
treated to reconstructed or original 
versions of the old-time roadside or 
drive-in restaurant, the motel, the 
tourist cabin, the drive-in movie the- 
atre, and the service station. 


Among tbe displays is a Texaco 
_service station from the 1940s that 
was brought from New England and 
rebuilt with a 1939 Dodge airflow 
tank truck parked at its petrol 


pumps. 

It also includes an original neon- 
lit Mcdonald’s single ‘golden arch” 
from 1960, advertising hamburgers, 
and other old fashioned roadside 
advertisements. 

“Lamy’s Diner,” which was 
opened for business by Clovis Lamy 
in 1946, was moved from Massa- 
chussetts to Michigan and restored 
with a jukebox playing 1940s hits to 
help recreate the atmosphere from 


the American car boom after World 
far Ἡ. 

Then there are the cars them- 
selves, which have been grouped to 
show evolution of body styles from 
the horseless carriage days to John 
Kennedy's “bubbletop” presidential 
limousine to the era of futuristic de- 
sign when cars look like something 
out of a Buck Rogers cartoon strip. 

“Honda of Japan donated the first 
Accord built at its plant in Ohio, 
which fits in with the theme of the 
recent globalization of the auto in- 


dustry. 

The exhibit also includes an 1896 
Duryea — the first production car 
built in the U.S. which Skramstad 
says is the museum's most valuable 
single asset. 

“We think we have the last one 
left,” he adds. 

“We could make it runable, but 
we wouldn't take the chance.”

GLS sedan for NIS 112,880. The 
Ptices include customs, purchase tax 
and VAT but exclude the manda- 
tory deposit.

- New robot fruit picker 
could bring about a 


harvesting 


MOUNT DORA, Florida (AP) - A 
robot picker that can detect individ- 
ual fruit on a tree, determine its 
Tipeness and then pluck it could rev- 
olutionize the harvesting of oranges 
and other fruit, a University of Flor- 
ida researcher says. 

Although several types of me- 
chanical harvesting systems have 
been tried, including air-blast ma-- 
chines and tree-shakers, they lack 
the ability to distinguish between 
ripe and immature fruit. : 

Using the latest robotics, comput- 
er and sensing technology, scientists 
have developed an “intelligent” me- 
chanical picker, said Dr. Roy C.. 
Harrell, an assistant professor at the 
university's Institute of Food and 
Agricaltural Sciences. 

“When we first began testing our 
robot-picking arm in the laboratory 
about two years ago, the research 
attracted a jot of attention,” Harrell 
said. “As a result, an Italian compa- 
ny gave us a $204,000 grant for addi- 
tional research to improve the ro- 
bot, and now they want to develop it 
commercially.” ὃς 

Another field test will be done 
this week before the experimental 
harvester is shipped to Agriculture 
Industrial Development SPA, the 
Italian equipment manufacturer. 

The uterized robot consists 
of a single picking arm mounted on 
a vehicle. A commercial version

would have several intelligent pick- 
ing arms. 

A colour television camera on the 

end of the arm finds orange-col- 
oured or ripe fruit on a tree, and a 
sonar sensing unit, similar to that 
used in automatic-focusing cameras, 
provides the computer with infor- 
mation on the distance between the 
target fruit and the tip of the picking 
am. 
When contact is made. a lip ro- 
tates behind the fruit and severs the 
stem, allowing the fruit to drop into 
a collection bin. 

With six to 12 picking arms, a 
commercial robot harvester under 
ideal operating conditions could 
harvest six pieces of fruit per sec- 
ond, Harrell said. A single operator 
would be needed to position the har- 
vester next to,a row of trees. 


Harrell said the economics of | 


manual labour do not make me- 
chanical or robot harvesters viable 
today. However, if the cost or avail- 
ability of labour should become a 
problem, a robot system could offset 
any long-term labour problems. 

“Robotic harvesting is a difficult 
but promising new field,” said Dr. 
Salvatore Torrisi, managing director 
of the Italian company, based in Ca- 
tania, Sicily. “Years of research and 
development will be necessary be- 
fore a commercial machine becomes 
areality.” ᾿ 
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THROUGHOUT history, soups 
have been prepared in various ways 
according to the tastes of the period.

RESEARCHERS are continuing to 
search for a treatment for the most 
common human malady — the com- 
mon cold. While the benefits of Vi- 
tamin C continue to be disputed, 
scientists are now discussing the 
benefits of taking zinc. British re- 
searchers recently confirmed that if 
you suck on a tablet of zine gluco- 
nate (containing 23 milligrams of 
zinc) every two hours, your cold and 
sore-throat symptoms will be eased. 

Dr. Peter Higgins of England's 
Medical Research Council Common 
Coid Unit cautions that adults 
should take no more than 12 tabiets 
of zinc a day for-the duration of a 


cold. Children weighing under 27. 


kilos shouldn't be given any. but 
those who are bigger can be limited 


1 τὸ nine tablets a day. 


The zinc story. appearing in the 
December issue of American Health 
magazine, reports on Higgins’s 
study of volunteers who developed 
colds after being exposed to a rhino- 
virus infections. Half were given 
zinc tablets to suck, while an equal 
number got placebo tablets. Re- 
searchers kept track of nasal secre- 
tions by weighing sneezed-on tis- 
sues. 

The tissues of the zinc-suckers 
were 50 per cent less wet, on aver- 
age, than those with the placebos, 
and those taking zinc’ rated their 
sumptoms as 30 per cent Jess severe 
than did placebo-suckers. 

Higgins wams that high doses of 
zinc can inhibit the immune system 
and lower white blood cell counts, 
50 one should first check with a doc- 
tor. The British researchers still 
don’t understand why the zinc af- 
fects cold symptoms. 


MEANWHILE, colds and influenza 
have been proved to affect alertness 
and hand-eye coordination. At the 
same British cold research unit, psy- 
chologist Andrew Smith exposed 
volunteers to a cold or influenza vi- 
tus and studied how quickly they 
could hit a button whenever a spot 
or a number appeared on a comput- 


_ er screen, (The. volunteers flock. to 


the centre’southwest-of: London ‘be- 
cause: they get ἃ 10-day,’ all-ex. 
or vacation -in' the coun-- 
uy. ᾿ 
According to a story in the De- 
cember issue of Psychology Today. 
the flu made the volunteers drowsy 
and slowed them down by a very 
substantial 57 per cent on reaction- 
time tests, but their hand-eye coor- 
dination was not affected. In com- 
parison, the impairment in reaction 
time caused by a moderate dose of 
alcohol is rarely larger than five or 
10 per cent. On the other hand, 
coids did not affect reaction time 
and only slightly reduced alertness, 
but they severely reduced hand-eye 
coordination.

THE NICOTINE in cigarettes also 
affects mental -performance, con- 
trary to the myth that smoking 
makes your mind sharper. Psycholo- 
gist George Spilich at Washington 
College in Maryland tested three 
groups of students — one-third were 
gon-smokers, another third were 
smokers who had just smoked a cig- 
arette, and the rest were smokers 
who had not smoked for an hour. 
All were asked to scan a computer 
screen filled with 20 identical letters 
and to press the space bar as soon as 
one of the letters changed. Non- 
smokers were the quickest to notice 
the change, while both groups of 
smokers made many more errors. 
He also tested the subjects on a 
computerized driving simulator. 
They had to manipulate a stick shift 
and an accelerator while steering 
over a winding road and avoiding 


‘collisions. The smokers who had 


just had a cigarette were invoived in 
three times as many simulated colli- 
sions as. non-smokers, and twice as 
many as smokers who hadn't 
smoked for an hour.

The power behind the throne

SYDNEY -- According to a spate of 
current Australian studies, the sta- 
tus of women in many primitive so- 
cieties is higher and their natural 
rights better respected than in some 
so-called liberal, developed societ- 
ies. The woman's role in Aboriginal 
society is a case in point and certain- 
ly deserves close study. 

Australian Aborigines are up ia 
arms against this year’s bicentennial 
celebrations, and this opposition 
now unifies the divided, decimated 
tribes into a single community. 

Aboriginal women’s participation 
in their community's political activi- 
ties is now, as in the past, not only 
allawed but'encouraged. Aboriginal 
men, according to recent research, 
rely on women to continue to play 
significant economic, social and, to 
a certain extent, ceremonial roles as 
they have for generations. During 
the past century, the Aboriginal 
woman's assertion of marital equali- 
ty has been noted with some criti- 
cism by white society. 

In the Australian bush. Aborigi- 
nal women have traditionally been 
much more than bearers or rearers

Jewelry fair survey finds 
Exporters eye U.S. market 
for low-priced gold pieces

Mass-produced gold chains have 
an added value of only 5 to 15 per 
cent. compared with 35 to 40 per 
cent for combination pieces of gold 
and precious stones. 

And, while sales of mass-pro- 
duced jewelry only increased 
around 3 per cent last year, the sales 
of more expensive jewelry grew bya 
third. according to Industry and 
Trade Ministry figures. Moreover, 
jast year saw overall Israeli jewelry 
sales to the U.S. drop by $6.5 mil- 
lion. 

It bardly seems likely that the 
U.S. market for inexpensive gold 
Pieces would be a coveted one nowa- 
days. Nevertheless Israeli exporters 
have been encouraged to enter the 
mass market, particularly in the 
U.S.. for simple gold pieces retailing 
under $100. Israeli jewelry export- 
ers are not interested in selling “‘sou- 
venirs™ such as Eilat stone rings and 
Yemenite jewelry, according to one 
of the organizers of this year’s Israel 
Jewelry Fair, which opened yester- 
day in Jerusalem. 


Industry representatives insisted 
yesterday that the American mass 
market was still the primary goal for 
Israeli exports. “We want to in- 
crease our market in the United 
States. We want people to enter a 
shop and demand Israeli jewelry,” 
said Yosef Ginossar, head of the 
Export Institute. one of the fair’s co- 
sponsors, 


The falJ in the dollar’s value and 
the uncertainty surrounding the 
American market, however, has 
tended to have the reserve effect on 
jewelry exports. The European 
market, particularly West Germany 
and Britain, is now beginning to 
play a more prominent role in jewel- 


ry exports. Last year it accounted 
for around 25 per cent of all sales. 
The Far East, the world's primary 
economic growth region, hardly fig- 
ures on the industry's export map. 
“We're not ignoring Japan, but it’s 
definitely not our first priority be- 
cause Gf budgetary constraints 
among other reasons,” Yair Ofek. 
the Export Institute's consumer 
goods division director explained. 
“I assume that next year we will 
begin to concentrate on Japan.” 
‘Yohanan Levy, the director of the 
textiles and light industries division 
of the Industry and Trade. Ministry, 


admitted yesterday that the gold- 
chain market had been particularly 
hard hit last year. But, he said, the 
government was aiding exporters by 
scrapping the 3 per cemt levy 
charged on foreign-currency loans 
and refunding the exporters for the 
levies already paid. 

Around 160 foreign buyers are 
attending the fair. 100 of them from 
the U.S. Local industry officials said 
yesterday they hoped 1988 would 
prove 2 big improvement on last 
year when in real terms, exports fell 
10 per cent, despite a 10 per cent 
increase in nominal terms.

TEL AVIV — The government's pro- 
tectionist trade policies cost the Is- 
ragli econonry $1.3 billion last year, 
according to a study by economists at 
the Federation of Chambers of Com- 
merce here. : 

The study found that if tariff and 
bureaucratic barriers to free trade 
were lowered, Israeli consumers 
would pay lower prices for a wide 
array of goods, including cocoa, zip- 
pers, shoes and newsprint. Imports 
of low-cost jams from Romania also 
are being curtailed and replaced by 
higher-priced imports from the 
U.S.. Switzerland and the Nether- 
lands, the found. 

Hebrew University economics 
Prof. Dan Galai, commenting on the 
study, noted that protectionism 
wasn't unique to Israel and should 
be based on a realistic assessment of 
an industry's viability. 

“Everybody's doing it,”’ he said. 
“But we shouldn't try to protect 
weak industries where the long-term 
prospects are grim."’ 

It should be remembered, he said, 
that once a focal industry is de- 
stroyed, it is much harder to rebuild. 
Citing a classic coal-to-Newcastle ex- 
ample, he said that one year Spanish 
oranges might. be cheaper than 
home-grown varieties. If Israeli fruit 
growers and processors were aban- 
doned and allowed to go bankrupt, 
however, consumers might find 
Spain’s advantage was only tempo- 
rary and in Jater years Spanish citrus 
became more expensive. 

The key, Galai said, was to deter- 
mine which imports cannot be pro- 
duced at a competitive cost domesti- 
cally and which can be imported at a 
low price year after year. 

Autos, he said, are an example of a 
product in which Israel had no in- 
herent production advantage and 
did well to let its domestic industry 
wither. 

“We don’t produce cars in Israel 
because we found that we could get 
cheaper cars elsewhere permanent- 


‘| ἵν," he said. 


The Chamber of Commerce re- 
port said government policies tend to 
raise barriers against imports from 
the Middle and Far East, while 
agreements with the European Com- 
munity and the U.S. ensure that 
goods from those markets have rela- 
tively free access to Israel. 

This creates a situation where Is- 
rael imports higher-priced synthetic 
rubber from Western Europe rather 
than the Far East. About half of 
Israel's raisins come from the U.S., 
the report found, rather than cheap- 
er Turkish ones. 

Aside from sheer price consider- 
ations. however, Israeli policy mak- 
ers use trade as a tool to encourage 
exports, Galai said. Israel's imports 
of goods from the EC gives Jerusa- 
lem leverage to seek lowered tarifis 
for its exports in an effort to main- 
tain a balanced trade picture. That 
leverage. however, doesn't exist 
among Far East countries, which 
tend to be preoccupied with the Arab 


pro- 
tectionist policies, Galai said, citing 
U.S. textile quotas and France’s ad- 
ministrative barriers to Japanese 
electronics.

Measuring the dollar’s decline

LONDON - Qnestion: By how 
much did the dollar drop in 1987?

There are different ways of deter- 
mining the dollar’s value against ma- 
jor foreign currencies, and -they 
yield widely disparate results. 

The most commonly used mea- 
sure is just raw, spot currency ex- 


change rates. 
On the basis of raw rates — which 
are averages of bid and asked deal- 


ing rates among banks — the dollar 
fell most sharply against the yen 
(23.8 per cent) and the least against 
the Canadian dollar (5.8 per cent) 
during the past 12 months. 


‘There are several problems, how- 
ever, with measuring the dollar's de-_ 


cline this way. 

Obviously, the rates only show 
how the dollar did against one 
currency. 

The rates also are moving targets, 
and different people could use dif- 
ferent rates, say Jater rates in New 


York, to make their calculations. Or - ° 


one could decide to calculate the 
decline over a different time period, 

- say from before the major industrial 
nations decided in New York in Sep- 
tember 1985 to push the then-strong 
dollar downward. 

‘These would yield different re- 
sults, in the latter: case, a much 
sharper decline than in 1987 only. 

In addition, these rates do not 
reflect the true cost to consumers.

China looks abroad to invest

PEKING - For the first time in its 
history, Communist China is be- 
coming a serious foreign investor. 

The channel tunnel to be built 
between Britain and France is 
among projects to have attracted 
Chinese capital. 

. Others include a Bahamas tourist 
resort, office blocks in the U.S. and 
an aluminium smelter in Australia. 

Since 1979, when China opened 
the door to the outside world, for- 
eign money has poured in. But it is 
now clear that, despite a backward 
economy at home, the capital flow is 
no longer one way. 

Back in 1979, China was involved 
in only four non-trade projects 
abroad with a total investment of 
$1.21 million, says the People's Dai- 
ly. Now there are more than 300, 
with total investment exceeding 
$500m. And the scope has widened 
from projects simply to make goods 
that China wanted to buy to invest- 
ment for profit and prestige. 

It is a dramatic change from the 
first 30 years of Communist China, 
when Chairman Mao Tse-Tung 
stressed self-sufficiency. And Pe- 
king must tread carefully to avoid 
offending hardliners who ask why it 
should invest abroad money badly 
needed at home. - 

Peking's investment pioneer is the 
China State Construction Engineer- 
ing Corp., one of the largest con- 
tractors in the world with 25 offices 
overseas. 

Construction work and export of 
labour, both skilled and unskilled, 
have become big business. 

| The Peking Financial Times news- 

paper has reported that since 1979 
China signed more than 4,700 con- 
struction contracts worth $7.5b. 
with 107 countries and regions. But 
China still has less than 1 per cent of 
a world market in this business 
which has increased 10-fold in the 
last 15 years and its workers are still 
of a low standard, it said. 

Another pioneer abroad has been 
China International Trust and In- 
vestment Corp. (Citic), set up in 
1979 to bring foreign investment and 
technology into China.

Tourism Minister Avraham

anew era” and “revolution for Isra-

Following a massive programme 
involving a third of the Tourism 
Ministry's staff, 280 hotels -- two 
thirds of all the hotels in the country 
‘| - were reviewed for regrading. Of 
these, 57 saw their rating, measured 
in one to five stars, lowered, while 
37 were upgraded. 

In addition, three five-star hotels 
were awarded a new designation of 
“de luxe.” They are: the King David 
in Jerusalem, the Tel Aviv Hilton 
and the Dan Tel Aviv. . 

In addition, four other five-star 
hotels were demoted to four-star: 
The Diplomat hotels in Tel Aviv 
and Jerusalem, as well as the Mount 
Scopus and St. George Hotels. both 
in Jerusalem. 

The new grading system, which 
was set ‘up and implemented by a 
committee headed by Moshe Neu- 
dorfer, general manager of Bar-

IT MAY BE nothing worse than a bad joke, but it would be 
unwise to dismiss it as completely unworthy of attention: the 
mooted drafting of Ariel Sharon as the Likud’s candidate for 
mayor of Jerusalem. 

The one thing certain about Jerusalem’s distinguished new 
citizen, the minister of industry and trade, is that his ambition 
soars higher than the Jerusalem City Hall. Unlike Teddy 
Kollek, Mr. Sharon would not dream of dedicating the rest of 
his political life to the welfare of Israel’s united, eternal 
capital. 7 

Tn a country such as France, a serving premier may at the 
same time serve as the mayor of a city, even of the capital city. 
But Israel is not France. Σ 

On the face of it, then, there really is no good reason for Mr. 
Sharon to seek Jerusalem's mayoralty. E: jally since one of 
his staunch political backers, Snmuel Pressburger, has already 
been chosen Herut's, and the Likud’s, candidate for mayor. 
While Mr. Sharon stands a better chance than Mr. Pressburger 
to win the next election, the effort would not seem to be 
worthy of his ambition. : 

Yet he is said, more or less reliably, not to have turned down 
the idea of running himself when it was proposed to him, and 
to have indicated interest in it when a leader of the ultra- 
Orthodox Shas more or less pledged his party's backing for 
him in such an event. Why, it might be asked, should Mr. 
Sharon even care to make noises suggesting that he is, in fact, 
interested in the post? 

Apparently, because he really is interested in that post, and 
would have battled for it if by doing so he did not block his 
advancement on the national level. Because he is really eager 
to convince people that Jerusalem is in truth Arik’s town, not 
Teddy's, and that, if he only made up his mind to run, he 
‘would turn the incumbent mayor into pulp before stepping 
into his shoes. Because he anathematizes that which Israel’s 
united capital has stood for during its long years with Teddy 
Kollek: the peaceful coexistence of Jews and Arabs in condi- 
tions of equality and mutual respect. 

The ideal has fallen far short of realization, it is true. But not 
for want of hard work in seeking to achieve it. Arik Sharon’s 
fist is, however, big enough to tear down the achievements of 
the past, and to offer the country a contrary model of a 
relationship between the two peoples. What that meant was 
made clear by the triumphant Mr. Pressburger, following his 
victory as Herut’s mayoral candidate. 

Lauding Arik for his move last month into the Old City’s 
Moslem Quarter, Mr. Pressburger said Jews, which means not 
Arabs, have the right to live anywhere in the city they want. 

That quintessentially Sharon argument had already been 
countered by the mayor in declining the minister's invitation to 
his housewarming party. Naturally, said Teddy, everyone is 
entitled to live wherever he wishes. But, when the last Arab 
was cleared out of his home in the Old City’s Jewish Quarter, 
the intention was reaffirmed to leave the Moslem Quarter to

WHETHER Shabtai Kalmanovitch, the high-flying Soviet 
immigrant businessman is guilty of spying for the Kremlin, as 
charged, an Israeli court will decide. Ξ 

But what can already be said with fair certainty is that one of 
the favourable byproducts of the Soviet Union’s decision to 
break off diplomatic relations with Israel in 1967 was a sharp 
reduction in the scope of Russian espionage in this country. 
For the absence of a large Soviet embassy staff drastically 
diminished the KGB's possibilities. 

During the past year, the Soviet. Union has reopened, 
hesitantly to be sure, a diplomatic dialogue of sorts with Israel. 
It even sent a small fact-finding consular mission here. These 
modest signs of motion inevitably occasioned talk of eventual 
resumption of diplomatic ties. 

The Kalmanovitch case now highlights the obvious: that a 
restored Soviet Embassy in Israel would also mean restoring 
the KGB. This is a risk that all countries take by having ties 
with Moscow and its satellites. It is a risk that can never be 
wholly removed. But there are ways of keeping it within 
bounds. 

The most common, of course, is surveillance, which must be 
taken for granted. However, what Israel should certainly do in 
addition is to stipulate from the outset strict limitations on the 
number of Soviet personnel that could be attached to any 
future embassy in this country. 

Israel's large population of immigrants from the Soviet 
Union. with families still left behind, would offer the Krem- 
lin’s spymasters a huge field of opportunity for blackmail and 
other forms of subtle and unsubtle coercion. They, and the 
country at large, deserve protection against such a threat. 

ff, therefore, in the months or years ahead, prospects warm 
for renewed diplomatic ties with Moscow, Israel has every 
reason to filter those prospects through a strict and stubborn 
standard of internal security. even if that would obstruct 
relations.

ON JANUARY 1, the French 
weekly Le Nouvel Observateur pub- 
lished an interview with Yasser Ara- 
fat. Several paragraphs from this in- 
terview hit the headlines in some of

The first was Arafat's reply to the 
question whether he would be will- 
ing to sit at the same negotiating 
table with the Israeli leaders. 

Replying in the affirmative, he 
elaborated: “You know, if I go to 
such a meeting, it will not be in 
order to carry on discussions with 
our Syrian, Lebanese. Egyptian or 
Jordanian brethren.

Later in the interview he said:

his friends express their condemna- 
tion of all that is happening in Gaza 
and the West Bank, and call, in 
detail, for the establishment of an 
Israeli-Palestinian confederation. I 
am willing to discuss this with 
them.” : 


BEFORE ANALYSING Arafat's 
rather astonishing statement, one 
must point out several gross inaccu- 
racies in it. 

First of all, Arye Hess is not a 
Knesset member, but a member of 
the Labour Party Central Commit- 
tee. For several years he has been 
peddling the idea of an Israeli-Pales- 
tinian-Jordanian confederation (not 
an Israeli-Palestinian one) as a pos- 
sible solution to the Arab-Israeli 
conflict and the Palestiaian 
problem. 

The only Labour MK who has so 
far openly expressed his support for 
this idea, but has served Hess rather 
poorly because of his tendency to 
act hastily, and: without coordinat- 
ing his moves with like-minded col- 
leagues. has been Abdel Wahab 
Darousha. 

Other Knesset members and po- 
litical figures who have been ap- 
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proached by Hess have neither ac- 
cepted nor rejected.
